SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled 3 1/2” computer disk is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is an untitled computer disk. It contains 29 still photographic images 
of young males who appear to be aged between 15 and 18 years. The photographic 
images depict teenage males either posing in a sexual manner with erect penises or 
engaged in sexual activity such as fellatio or anal intercourse. 

The publication promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes both by presenting young teenage males as sexually aware and sexually 
active, (and thereby presenting the activity as a normative behaviour), and by the 
idiosyncracies of this type of publication. The technology utilised in viewing such 
images also enables the viewer to control the image before them by focusing on 
specific body parts or sexual activity or enhancing the image. This technique further 
sexualises the image by excluding other parts of the body or by emphasising certain 
images solely for the purpose of titillating the viewer. Such an effect exacerbates the 
extent to which the publication promotes and supports the exploitation of young 
persons for sexual purposes which is proscribed under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). 

In classifying this disk, consideration has been given to the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990 (NZBR Act). Plowever the NZBR Act does not apply in this instance as s3(2) 
of the FVPC Act is a deeming provision. 
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
